Progress in the organisation of 
prison industries and occupations 
is recorded in the report of the 
Prison Commissioners for 1935, 
issued recently. 


Despite a 10 per cont, drop in the 
number of prisoners--duc to a 
general reduction in erlme--the value 
of manufactured goods supplicd to 
Government . Departments rose by 
more than £60,000 to a total of 
£206,101. The average number of 
prisoners employed was -10,090, of 
whom 6,317 ‘vere engaged in manu- 
facturing work. 


- .Basket-making, bookbindlng, car- 
pentry, printing, and smithing were 
among the skilled trades: for which 
Increased orders were ‘received. 


Additional workshops have been 
provided at six prisons, and at nine 
new timetables, glving cight hours of

In the field: of political institutions 
the co-operative organisation’ is 
fundamentally” essential, Side — by 
side with the National Assembly, 
that co-operates with the  Govern- 
ment in legisintive functlons, there is 
a Government. that has the — entire 
confidence of the President. It is in 
fauet and by rigtt the proper organisa~ 
thon for executing all the polltical 
movements and is the — most 
substantial assurance of authority, 
The offectivencss of the Chict of 
State fg, In turn, secured by the term 
of office of the President and by the 
absolute independence enjoyed by 
every other part of the sovereign 
organisations of state.

NO-DAY the Portuguese cele- 
brate the anniversary of the 
establishment of what has come 
to be called the New State in 
Portugal und the’ Portuguese 
Empire overseas, It is the gov- 
ernment of the country by a 


form of administration that is|° 


unique’ in modern ‘statlecraft, 
and. if only because of the suc- 
cess. that ‘has attended that 
experiment in administration, 
an account of the methods that 
have proved’ so. satisfactory 
might not be out of place. 


Perhaps no better description of ; 


what has taken place and’ no ex- 
planation of the motives and the re- 
sults of the work carried’ out. in 
Portugal could be found than an ac- 
count by the one man who was the 
prime mover in that movement—Dr. 
Oliveira Salazar. Such an account 
exists In the form of a book-by that 
Portuguese: statesman and financier, 
entitled “The Orientatlon of the New 
State of Portugal.” . 

The great Portuguese lcuder begins 
<U' stating that there are books in 
excess in the world and there is no 
justification for adding to that num- 
ber unless the writer Is able t6 add 
something’ worthwhile in the realm 
of thought or action. The facts 
relating to what has been done in 
Portugal are In his opinion, motive 
enousth.for the publiention of a book, 
and tlie author's close connection 
with all that has taken pince in that 
country has given him an _Intimae 
knowledge of the history of what is 
going on.in his native:land and he 
sets out to try to find out, dispassion- 
ately, the causes and effects of the 
political actions, comparing the re- 
sults coldly with the doctrines and 
the policies of government. 


Before The Overthrow 


Salozar osks his readers to look 
-back to the days before May. 28, 
1928, when the many revolutions were 
nly expressions of .political in- 
stability, but they proved grent-dis- 
turbers of the public life of the 
country, and under’ -the cloak of 
parliamentary administration there 
were Inconstant and impotent forms 
of government, not able:to govern 
ond unwilling to permit others to 
Bovern: the nafion. The polifical 
parties and thei] directing agents 
suffered from innumerable misunder- 
standings, without and within, sub-

uced such outstanding: results in 
Portugal. During the inst cight 
yeurs every budget has been a 
balanced one, whereas during the 
whole century that preceded, that 
Period’ there were only three 
occasions on which the government 
manoged to balance the yeacly bud- 
gels. . Deficits In the administration 
had become a chronic disease, the 
weakness of the economic situation, 
and fear of taxation, of polftical dis- 
order, consequent upon administra- 
tive instabllity had become a bugbear; 
the introduction of the present regime 
resulted in no further issues of notes 
of the Bank of Portugal or of the 
public Treasury, but inaugurated 
reduction of the flonting debt and in 
redemption of government . bonds. 
The external loan-was paid off and 
other financial operations began, 
Including the reduction of.the interest 
on government bonds from .11 per 
cent, per annum to 3%. per.cent,, the

The pecullar 
world-wide difidultics of the present 
age could not but reflect on: condi- 
tions in Portugal, but the Govern. 


that the state cannot supplant pri- 
though in certain 
cases, where ‘private enterprise hus 
not been able to cope with conditions 
prevailing in the. country, the state 
has hod to step in. The active work of 
the last seven years has produced 
wonderful ‘results, while o fifteen- 
year plan has been Inaugurated. The 
first part of.this programme has pro- 
vided for remodelling of the’ army, 
the navy, and the air arm, roudbulld- 
ing, construction of ports, railways, 
development of agricultural projects, 
electrical works; telegraphs, tele- 
phones, communications, cstablish- 
ment of colonial credits, construction 
of edifices for public services and 
schools, and at the conchuston of: the 
term thero will be a complete change 
throughout the natlon,: achieved by 
the ‘contelbutloy rendered by the 
government to tho economic recons- 
truction of the country. : 

One of the principles of the new 
economic life of Portugal and the 
colonies is the, movement to bring 
about, the necessity of making each 
part complementary to the - other, 
the establishment of an economic 
whole. This has ‘already been de- 
fined, and the principle of the com- 
munity. within the Portuguese do- 
minions js the extenslon .of the tra- 
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ditional political community princi- 
ple in Portugal and ‘the colonies. This 
fundamental principle has by mutual 
sacrifice produced mutual advantages. 
The spirit of co-operation Is the 
essentlal triumph of this policy, but 
this Is not oblgatory tn Portugal, for 
the State expects to-be able to help 
and encourage . private enterprise, 
provided thdt the common rights are - 
riven adequate protection and that 
the State is able to regulate produc- 
lion, commerce, prices and ‘labour. 
In spite of criscs in many ports of 
the world there is no unemployment 
in Portugal, there {s social peace in 
the midst of social unrest in so many 
other places. . 

_ The principles of the New State 
as Jaid down are not a book explain- 
ing politleal rights but are mercly 
the results of the social and political 
experjenccs on .the national con- 
science, and the fullness of_ life’ has 
tended to become the principles of 
national action. : ‘ 


‘Liberal Democracy 


The. Government of Portugal be- 
ileves in’ the homogeneity of the 
family ubove | everything. else, .the 
State collakorating ‘to. bring about 
the success of family life. A few 
basic’ prinelples,. are Jaid down In 
defence of the interests of the family 
and of the community, and the hand- 
ing down of this new ‘doctrine to the 
new generation will be the greatest 
‘factor to correct the wave of materi 
alism that sweeps through the world 
to-day. ooo .

FOOTBALLER iS 
SUSPENDED FOR 
NEXT SEASON 


The fate of Tan Kong-pak, ver- 
satile South China footballer, in local 
soceer hung jn’ the balance for 10 
minutes yesterday when the Council 
of. the Hongkong Football Assoclation 
considered what punishment to mete 
out to him for his dangerous play in 
the flnal of the Governor’s Cup Com- 
petition on May 2, in the course of 
which D; H, Blake, of the Kowloon 
F.C, fractured his ankle. He was 
suspended for next season, . 

Major C, M. Manners, Chairman of 
the Councll, -presided, 

In dealing with “the case, the 
Chairman sxid the Emergency Com: 
mittee had found Tam Bully of dan- 
uerous play. He had been before the 
Emergency -Committee ‘In January 
10936 for dangerous play and was sus- 
pended for two months. The record 
ndded that It had been-deeclded that 
he would be automatically debarred 
for ever from local football should he 
agaln be found guilty of dangerous 
play. : 

Up to January, 1936, Tam had 
been before the Emergency Commit- 
tee six times for various: offences, 

In view of ‘his good record since 
1936, the Emergency Committee deal- 
ing wlth the present case had refer« 
red {t to-the Council with a recom. 
mendaltion ‘for’ mercy. 


HEAVY PENALTY URGED 


The business of the meetin, 

to decide whether to automatically 
debar Tam from further' particlpation 
in local’ football or give him another 
chance. He had had a ‘clean record 
for 15 months and during the 1930. 
37 League season had delinitely tried 
to play the game. :

Tn a recent conversation with 


Ja man who ought to know we 


learned his -opinion about the 
narcotic traffic in’ Hongkong: 
that it was beyond the control 
of the authorities, inasmuch as 
they could not eradicate it, nor 


_feould they even be sure that 


they were checking it. _ Certain 
Authorities here have informed 
us privately that the use of nar- 
cotics, and particularly the 
deadly heroin, which can be 


-| taken -in- all -manner-of-forms, 


is on the increase here. One 
only has to discover the number 
of prosccutions Revenue officers 
are carrying on, the number of 
and seizures. that are 
mude, to realise the vast extent 
of this traffic which preys, liter- 
ally, on human lives. Heroin 
ig not like opium, for which the 
average resident in the Far 
East has no terror. Heroin 
masters the experimentalist 
with a ghastly suddenness. A’ 
man becomes an addict almost 
overnight, ‘without: 
that the drug has him in 4 
death grip. The cravjng grows.| 
It is a terrible thing to see; in- 
finitely worse to experience. It 
is a well-known fact that much 
of the heroin, and other narco- 
tic drugs as well, which are dis- 
tributed over the world by 
unscrupulous men and women, 
come out of Asia. No one na- 
tion and no one community has 
the power to protect itself. 
There must be complete inter- 
national co-operation in order to 
fight this | plague.’ There, .is 
every reason to believ® that the 
68 nations which have accepted 
the Anti-Opium Convention of 
1925 ‘are anxious to eradicate 
the narcotic. evil, but it has been 
discovered by League of Na- 
tions ‘investigators that , leak- 
ages in legitimate imports occur 
and that sometimes abnormally 
high demands for drugs can be 
explained only by this fact. 
Recently six instances occurred 
in which the League had to tako 
embargo .action to prevent 
further supplies © going into 
countries which had offended 
against the international agree- 
ment.

Many Afflictions 
Discovered | 


Two formal inquests into the death 
of prisoners tn Victoria Gaol -were 
held ut the Central Magistracy this 
morning with Mr. K. Keen sitting as 
Coroner, The Jury empanciled for 
the first enquiry into the death of Li 
Kwal, aged 48, comprised Messrs.-W. 
A. Stewart (foreman), F. Victor and 
Chan Hon-cho. 

Mr.,H. Barrett, chief warder in 
Victoria. Gaol, stated that deccased 
was sentenced on January 22, 1837, 
to twelve months’ imprisonment with 
har@ ‘Inbour. On February 9, de- 
ceased was transferred to Hongkong 
Prison,’ Stanley, und re-admitted to 
Victoria Gaol_on April 10. The man 
diced in the gaol hospital at 3.15 a.m. 
on May 23., Witness identificd the 
body ‘the next day. : 

Dr. G. I. Shaw, medical officer-in- 
charge of Victoria Gaol, said he first 
examined deceased on January 23. 
His condition was then very poor, as 

| he was ‘suffering from chronic 

tuberculosis and = old mataria. 
Deceased was admitted to hospital.on 
Apri 21 and died on "May 23. The 
cause of death, after a post mortem 
-hnd -been~performed ;—was~found-to 
be, firstly, pulmonary tuberculosis 
and secondly, cardiac failure. - 

A verdict of death. from natural 
causes was returned by the jury. 

A similar verdict was returned at 
the conclusion of the Inquest into the 
death of Ho Ming, 30. The Jury 
wns: Messrs. H. Sohmidt (foreman), 
Mu! Chak-sang and Ll Kwok-hang. 

Mr. H. Barrett slated thut deceased 
was sentenced to two months’ hard 
Jabour on May 3, and dicd at 1.25 
a.m. on May 24. Witness identified 
the body. - 

Dr. Shaw testified that he cxamin- 
ed.decensed on May 4, ahd found 
him to be a heroin smoker, suffering 
from chronic opium poisoning, 
chronic tuberculosis and myocarditis, 
The man was admitted to the Gaol 
hospital on May 23 and died the next 
day. A post mortem ‘ examination
